take, the Roman Catholic pontiff 
wrote: 
“ Regarding the great and uni­ 
versal question of world peace, 
we say at once that we shall 
feel it specially incumbent upon 
us not merely to 
devote a 
watchful and understanding in­ 
terest, but also to entertain a 
more assiduous and efficacious 
concern. 


“ This will be, of course, with­ 
in the limits of our ministry 
and so utterly divorced from 
purely temporal interests and 
strictly political forms, but it 
will be eager to make its con­ 
tribution in educating mankind 
to sentiments and ways of act­ 
ing 
contrary to violent and 
deadly conflict, and in fostering 
rational 
and civilized agree­ 
ments fo^ peaceful relations be­ 
tween nations. 
“ We shall also be solicitous to 
help by 
proclaiming 
higher 
^ human principles that should 
1 serve to temper the passions 


peoples, and w'e shall be ready 
to intervene, where an oppor­ 
tunity presents itself, in order 
to assist the contending parties 
to find honorable and fraternal 
solutions for their disputes.” 
The Pope also proposed a 
joint discussion with non-Chris­ 
tian religions, aimed at defend­ 
ing common ideals. 
The 14,000-word encyclical — 
a letter to Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops around the world — put 
down “ practical guidelines” for 
Paul’s 13-month-old pontificate. 
It was a broad statement of 
the role of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the modem world. Its 
title — Ecclesiam Suam, His 
Church — W'as derived from the 
first two words of its official 
Latin text. The reference is to 
Christ. 
Pope Paul condemned com­ 
munism and atheism, saying 
the substitution of religion with 
a godless scientific conception 
“ is the most serious problem of 
our time.” But he expressed the 
hope that ideological systems 
denying God “ may one day be 
able to enter into a more posi­ 
tive dialogue with the Churchy 


now of necessity deplore and la­ 
ment.” 
He renewed pledges to work 
for Christian unity and spoke of 
finding “ greater courage to un­ 
dertake the necessary reforms” 
started in the Vatican Ecumeni­ 
cal Council. 
But he reaffirmed the Roman 
macy and said he was dis- 
macy and said h ew a s dis­ 
tressed that many non-Catholic 
Christians considered the papa­ 
cy a “ stumbling block” to unity. 
He asserted he could not “ com­ 
promise with the integrity” of 
the Catholic faith in seeking uni­ 
ty.

church or its basic structure.” 
The encyclical was divided 
into four parts: A prologue on 
the paths open to the Church, a 
section on Church awareness of 
itself, another on the renewal 
under way in the Church, and 
the last on the dialogue between 
the Church and the world.

The Ethnic Angle 


I 
T WAS DISCUSSED o nly briefly in news dis­ 
patches, but there was o ne ex ceeding ly jar­ 
ring no te in the Ro chester race rio ts; a dev elo p­ 
ment fro m which a number o f co nclusio ns can 
be drawn. 
It was no ted by tho se o n hand during the 
rio ting that the Neg ro es who sacked sto res in 
widespread lo o ting co ncentrated o n establish­ 
ments o wned o r o perated by Jews. This was par­ 
ticularly apparent in so me areas where a Jewish 
sto re was lo o ted w'hile no n-Jewish 
establish­ 
ments o n either side were left unto uched. 
This has, in so me minds, raised the questio n 
o f just ho w deeply Co mmunist influence w'as felt 
in the o rg anizatio n o f the Ro chester rio ts, fo r 
while the rio ts themselv es may hav e been 
to uched o ff by an accidental spark, the presence 
o f a co ntro lling intellig ence became apparent 
quite early . 
It is an established Co mmunist practice to 
set ethnic g ro up ag ainst ethnic g ro up, and thus 
further stir up tro ubled waters. In its many trea­ 
tises o n causing tro uble—and pro fiting by it— 
the Co mmunist Party has adv ised its terro rists 
to make as much use as po ssible o f frictio n 
amo ng ethnic g ro ups and between races and re­ 
lig io ns. 
The Jewish leaders o f Ro chester hav e been 
mo st cautio us in po inting o ut that members o f 
their faith were the especial targ ets o f the Neg ro 
lo o ters and rio ters. But at the same time, o ther 
Jewish spo kesmen hav e recalled—and o ut lo ud 
—that the cautio n o f Jewish leaders in Germany 
when the early anti-Semitic raids beg an under 
Ado lf Hitler, may hav e co ntributed to the bo ld­ 
ness o f the black-shirts in their later attacks o n 
the Jews. 


F 
o r t h o s e w h o do ubt that the Jewish mer­ 
chants were deliberate tai’g ets, inv estig ato rs 
po int o ut that many o f the sto res that bo arded up 
windo ws after lo o ting , had anti-Semitic slo g ans 
chalked o n them the nex t day . 
This so rt o f v icio us hate, directed ag ainst 
any o ne, Jew o r Gentile, is co mpo unding bitter­ 
ness and ang er. We can think o f no reaso n, no 
ratio nal reaso n, at least, why the Neg ro po pula­ 
tio n o f Ro chester sho uld hav e any particular bit­ 
terness ag ainst the Jewish po pulatio n. 
The o nly lo g ical ex planatio n wo uld seem to 
be that the attacks o n Jewish 
establishments 
were directed by Co mmunist masterminds. This 
do es no t necessarily mean that the entire rio t 
was under Red directio n, but surely there must 
hav e been Co mmunists hig h in the co uncils o f 
tho se directing the rio ts. 
There is said to be, so mewhere in Washing ­ 
to n, a repo rt co mpiled by FBI ag ents which lists, 
by name, tho se members o f the civ il rig hts mo v e­ 
ment who are definitely Co mmunists. 
This, o f co urse, do es no t deliberately damn 
the civ il rig hts mo v ement, no r make ev ery mem­ 
ber a Co mmunist o r a Co mmunist dupe. That 
so rt o f reaso ning belo ng s to the McCarthy era, 
no w g o ne, but, unfo rtunately , no t fo rg o tten. 
The Co mmunists hav e, in y ears past, infil­ 
trated many wo rthwhile g ro ups and asso ciatio ns 
and hav e backed many causes—especially tho se 
which lead to o pen public tro uble like the Ro ches­ 
ter rio ts, and the rio ting in Harlem. 
We wo uld sug g est that the FBI make public 
Its repo rt o n Co mmunist infiltratio n into the Ne­ 
g ro co uncils, so that it will be po ssible to pub­ 
licly identify tho se who carry the Kremlin stamp 
o f appro v al. 
The ev idence o f Ro chester, the deliberate 
attacks o n Jewish establishments, makes it o b­ 
v io us that the racial rev o lutio n is taking a nasty 
turn; the kind o f turn we can’t affo rd in this na­ 
tio n. As fo r the Neg ro es themselv es, we wo uld 
mo st sincerely sug g est that they clean ho use...

Jail sentences, in the cases where they are hand ed d own, 
generally amou nt to something no more sev ere than a month 
in su mmer camp becau se of the flabbiness of parole sy stems. 


Bu t jail sentences hav e a way of tu rning into abbrev iated 
stretches in hospital*- if the d efend ant has an attorney smart 
enou gh to caU for a v erd ict of not gu ilty by reason of tem­ 
porary insanity . 


The classic ln« ’anity case Is still hanging fire in Dallas, 
Tex ., where Jack Ru by (who may be a bit rattled now bu t 
knew what he was d oing when he shot Lee Oswald ) is fast 
d eteriorating into a lu natic of record if not of fact. 


In the Ru by case, as d efense attorney s q u estioned v enire­ 
men while try ing o pick a ju ry , they asked each if he had 
formed an opinion on the case. In v iew of the fact that the 
v eniremen, like 50 million other Americans, saw the mu rd er 
committed and q u alified as ey e witnesses, it strikes u s that 
they had an opinion formed FOR them by the TV tu be which 
clearly pictu red the fact of mu rd er. 


Yet the Ru by case went on interminably in this v ein, with 
phy chiatrists, brain specialists and othw sku ll probers testify ­ 
ing withou t a clearcu t d ecision emerging. 


Ju d ge Joe Brown, who heard the case, Is notably so In­ 
competent that fellow ju rists asked him to pass u p the case in 
fav or of another ju d ge This Brown refu sed to d o becau se it 
was his term on the bench and he was d anged if he was going 
to step d own ev en in the case of ju stice which it is his d u ty 
to u phold 
All these thingj are ev id ences of a failing cou rt sy stem 
and someone had bettei begin to look into this mess. 
Of late it is not only profitable bu t comfortable to commit 
t crime in the United States. 
This may be the sad d esc commentary of ou r times

Party with Gold water champion Clare 
Booth Lu ce scowling at the liberal poli­ 
cies of Sen. Ken Keating, the Repu blican 
incu u mbent, shou ld make the race a walk­ 
away for Kenned y . 
The Attorney General Is only 38 y ears 
old . He has been one of the most d ev oted 
brothers in American history . He d id a 
su perb job of managiu g his brother’s cam­ 
paign. He tooks the knocks, let his brother 
get the praise. He was at his brother’s 
elbow d u ring all his most d ifficu lt crises. 
And recently , Bob Kenned y has shown 
a real insight into foreign afafirs, mad e 
a shrewd mov e in going to Poland where 
he d emonstrated , by the crowd s that fol­ 
lowed him in the street, how' popu lar the 
United States is with the great mass of 
people, d espite their gov ernment. This 


prov ed the fallacy of the Gold water argu ­ 
ment that the United States shou ld giv e 
the cold shou ld er to the satellite nations. 
Howev er, being only 38, Bobby cou ld 
hav e a great career in the Senate, and in 
eight y ears, or ev en twelv e, still be y ou ng 
enou gh to make a ru n for the White Hou se 
rather than going in the sid e d oor—as Vice 
Presid ent—in case of traged y . 
It was 1:30 a.m. Dean Ru sk had been 
at his d esk all ev ening. Cables were com­ 
ing in from Saigon, Hong Kong, the Phil- 
lipines, regard ing attacks on U. S. d e­ 
stroy ers and American retaliation. The 
Secretary of State looked tired . 
“Here is the test of Ambassad or Stev ­ 
enson’s speech to be d eliv ered at the U.N. 
tomorrow', Mr. Secretary ,” said one of 
Ru sk’s aid es. “Do y ou want to go ov er 
it?” 
Ru sk took time to read the speech, 
mad e a cou ple of minor su ggestions. 
He d rafted some cables to be sent to 
American allies reporting what was hap­ 
pening. The night wore on. FinaUy , be­ 
tween 3 :3 0 and 4 a.m., the Secretary of 
State went off to bed . 
The nex t d ay he was u p at his d esk at 
the u su al time. Later, the TV networks 
asked for an interv iew regard ing the Viet­ 
namese crisis. Ru sk was ex hau sted bu t ac­ 
commod ated them. The interv iew took 
mu ch longer than anticipated , bu t he was 
patient. 
Later that d ay , State Department of­ 
ficials were shocked to learn that local TV 
ou tlets had failed to u se the interv iew 
which Ru sk had taken time ou t to giv e. 
The reason: Baseball. The ball game was 
consid ered more important than the threat 
of war. 
State Department ex perts hav e been 
try ing to figu re ou t ju st what connection, 
:f any , there is between the American 
election, the argu ment between Moscow 
and Peking, and the d eliberate attack on 
U.S. d estroy ers in the Gu lf of Tonkin. 


Only conclu sion the ex perts can reach 
is that the Gold water cand id acy is d u ck 
sou p for the Red Chinese. IfNiLts in ex act- 
ly with their thesis that y ou can’t get along 
with the Western World . 
The Ru ssians hav e been argu ing that 
nu clear war is so catastrophic no nation 
can afford it, that the capitalist world 
d oesn’t want war, that Presid ent Johnson 
is a reasonable man. Khru shchev has re­ 
peated ly said that the old Marx ist d octrine 
cf inev itable war between capitalism and 
commu nism is ou t of d ate, that co-ex ist­ 
ence is the only alternativ e. 
Now, howev er, the Chinese Red s can 
point to one U.S. cand id ate for Presid ent 
who has d enou nced co-ex istence and whose 
party has officially gone on record for re­ 
mov al of the hot line between Moscow and 
W’ashinglon, the telety pe line set u p to 
prev ent accid ental war. 
This is what the Chinese hav e been 
telling the Ru ssians — namely , that y on 
can’t tru st the capitalist West and that the 
United States at heart wants war. 
BEHIND THE SCENES—Frank Klu ck- 
hom, formei New York Times correspond ­ 
ent, recently d ropped by the Repu blican 
National Committee, is now a hate-cn- 
sad er for the Christian Cru sad e, operated 
by Rev . Billy Hargis. Klu ckhom, au thor 
of v ariou s hate books on Presid ent John­ 
son, spoke in DaUas last weekend . . . 
Sen. Mike Mansfield , D-Mont., the Ma­ 
jority Lead er, offered coffee and cookies 
to Pierre Sallinger after he was sworn in 
as the new Senator from California. “I’v n 
got to be nice to this gu y ,” said Mansfield . 
'T need his v ote.” . . . Congressman Bob 
Jones of Alabama has come u p with an 
id ea for a memorial to Franklin D. Roose­ 
v elt. Roosev elt lov ed people and wou ld 
not appreciate a mau soleu m of marble 
and stone, say s Congressman Jones; there­ 
fore, he proposes a v isitors’ center in 
Washington as a memorial to the late

Goldwa te r Wins Unity 


The q u estion of party u nity is something that is trou bling 
both Ly nd on Johnson and Barry Gold water, bu t who wou ld .hav e 
thou ght a few months ago that Presid ent Johnson wou ld hav e 
the greater worries? 
Before San Francisco one wou ld hav e thou ght that Gold ­ 
water wou ld hav e to scratch mu ch hard er than Johnson for 
u nity . Bu t as the harmony meeting at Hershey , Pa., approaches, 
things seem to be falling into line for him. He is d oing ev en 
better than Ike Eisenhower d id in 1952, for the intra-party oppo­ 
sition has been melting faster than it d id in the case 
o i the 
Taftites of twelv e y ears ago. 
In 1952, u nity all d epend ed on one man. Senator Taft, 
cru shed by his d efeat at the conv ention and still resentfu l of 
the cry of “thief” raised against him, went to his ancestral 
su mmer place at Mu rray Bay in Canad a. There, read ing bitter 
letters from his d isappointed followers, he kept his own cou nsel. 
Meanwhile the reports kept coming in that Eisenhower wasn’t 
d oing well. It was the d riest portion of the “d iy creek” period 
of the Eisenhower cand id acy . 


Like the good pro and party man that he was, Bob Taft 
ev entu ally heard a command from the lapping of the waters at 
Mu rray Bay and took off for the famou s Momingsid e Heights 
meeting on September 12 with Ike. Unity was achiev ed , and 
the Repu blicans went <hi to win. 


It might hav e been thou ght that Gold water wou ld hav e 
harmony in the party ranks. To begin with, the bitter word s at 
San Francisco ex ceed ed any thing said at prev iou s conv entions. 
Then there was the fragmented state of the Gold water opposi­ 
tion. Instead of one old party man like Bob Taft to bring 
arou nd , Gold water had at least a d ozen important competitors 
to mollify . Who wou ld speak for the opposition? Who wou ld 
rou nd the chiefs u p? 
As things tu rn ou t, no one man is hav ing to speak for the 
grou p of pre-nomination d issid ents. Scranton, who is hosting the 
u nity meeting, mad e his peace on the d ay of Gold water’s 
nomination. Nix on shed the chips from his shou ld er in his own 
brilliant speech at San Francisco. Ike Eisenhower was q u ickly 
satisfied with Gold water’s ex planation of the “ex tremism in 
d efense of liberty ” remark. Former GOP national chairman 
Len Hail of Oy ster Bay , New York, and boss Ray Bliss of 
Ohio, both of whom had sat on the f^nce u ntil the last mlnu t^ 


tu mbled Into Gold water’s arms when they got the forgiv eness 
signal. 
At the moment of writing, Henry Cabot Lod ge seems to 
be one of the v ery few remaining malcontents among the 
national Repu blican figu res. Some Senators and Representativ es 
are still su lking, bu t Ku chel of California, and Keating and 
Lind say of New York, are not likely to make mu ch d ifference. 
As a matter of fact, the more trou ble that Gold water has in 
New York, the better for his cand id acy . It nelps to ju stify the 
plot-theory abou t the so-called “eastern establishment” in the 
ey es of Repu blicans throu ghou t the West and Sou th, and so 
serv es to keep the hinterland u p to fighting pitch. As one Gold ­ 
water man said at San Francisco, “we d on’t want to take on the 
whole press. Bu t If people think a cou ple of New York news­ 
papers and broad casting stations are u nfairly against u s, it can 
only d o u s good .” 
Thu s, as the Hershey meeting approaches, Barry seems to 
hav e held his party together. Johnson, after the Atlantic City 
conv ention, will probably be able to work the same trick. At the 
moment, howev er, there is the q u estion of the Kened y organiza­ 
tional workers who were hoping to see Bobby Kenned y tapped 
for Vice Presid ent. How loy al will they be? And there is the 
Sou th, where Democrats are reported d eserting the party in 
d rov es for Gold water. This scattering may not be permanent in 
all cases, once the need for keeping Democrats in power in the 
big committees in Congress i brou ght home to sou therners. Bu t 
for the nex t month it will be Johnson who is d oing the fretting 
abou t party u nity . Gold water, apparently , is off the hook.

.America’s greatest sex sjmbo l since Jea n Ha rlo w, a 
su icide by sleeping pills, wa s in dea th no thing mo re tha n a 
nu mbered corpse. The sho ck o f her pa ssing wa s tinged with 
anger becau se this o ne-time fun lo v ing huma n being, ha d 
by law, been accorded ro utine po lice pro cedure a nd remo v ­ 
ed from her rented home to the nea rest mo rtua ry . Her cele­ 
brated body was pu t in a da rkened sto rero o m to a wa it a n 
au topsy . Those of u s who lo v ed her ex pected, quite illo gica l- 
ly o f cou rse, that her fra gile rema ins wo uld be a cco rded a 
more fitting tribu te; perha ps specia l ca re wa s a ppro pria te 
for someone who was 
so v ery specia l in life. 
Du ring her reign as filmdom’s golden goddess, most of 
her personal secrets were common knowledge, printed 
facts. Her u nhappy childhood, illegitimate and u nwanted, 
w as a matter of record. She confessed to hav ing been raped 
at the age of six . 
3Iarily n Monroe harbored 
o nly two secrets fro m her in­ 
timate friends. Her arou nd-the-clock use o f ba rbitura tes wa s 
one, the other was the name o f the perso n she tho ught o f a s 
her One Tru e Lo\e. Mo nths befo re she died, v eiled refer­ 
ences had been made to her ro ma nce with a much-ma rried 
and important man. Some 
weeks a fter her pa ssing, a no ted 
Holly wood writer was paid an eno rmo usly high a dv a nce fee 
by one of .America's leading publishing co mpa nies to write 
the tru e, inside story o n the life a nd dea th o f the lo v ely 
blonde llollv av ood legend. The bo o k wa s scheduled fo r pub­ 
lication in May of 1963. Then it wa s a nno unced tha t the pub­ 
lication date wou ld be delay ed until the fo llo wing No v ember. 
Late last Su mmer the planned project was abandoned 
efrtirely . The au thor was u nav ailable for comment and the 
pu blishers refu sed any ex planation. 
/ In the y ears that I knew Marily n Monroe, I was deeply 
enamou red of her complete femininity , her great good looks, 
her fine sense of hu mor and her ex treme sensitiv ity . 
I first met her in Atla ntic City , when she a ppea red there 
to serv e as Grand Marshal in the Miss America c<Hitest 
1 ^2 . She had finally ma de it a s a sta r. She ha d “ a rriv ed’* 
a Va sex pot and there wasn’t a ny where fo r her to go but up. 
Sfte bu bbled ov er with energy a nd wa s mo re ex citing to see 
tfian any of the beau ty pa gea nt co ntesta nts. She wa s a li fe- 
ntmle and as All-.Ameriean as a ny girl co uld be. 
’■ I hav e not forgotten the last time we met and talked in 
the Polo Lou nge at the Bev erly Hills Hotel in California, 
There had been some comment in a theatrical trade paper 
thkt she might star in the long-awaited mov ie “The Jean 
^hrlow Storv ',’’ and I asked her abou t it. Her only comment

NATURE has a way of lu bricating joints that has 
no parallel in machines. This is tru e especially of joints 
siich as the knees, which maintain their slipperiness u nder 
tjie heav y load of the body . Lu brication is not done with 
oil, despite many qu ack claims to the contrary . 
In the past, cjmov ial flu id was considered to be the 
main “^ease.” This liqu id is manu factu red by the mem­ 
branes lining the joint. It is clear, light y ellow, and watery 
ip. consistency . It was thou ght to separate the ru bbing su r­ 
faces in mu ch the same fay as oiling a bearing prev ents 
Iciction. 
Bu t phy sicians — collaborating with engineers and phy ­ 
sicists — now disagree. They wiped away the sy nov ial flu id 
and the joint continu ed to mov e smoothly . The same took 
place when a saline solu tion was su bstitu ted. In addition, 
sy nov ial flu id failed to act as a lu bricant when u sed on 
artificial bearings. 
All of this su ggested that a different phy sical or chem­ 
ical process took place to keep the ru bbing su rfaces slick. 
Was it basically the slippermess of one solid on the other, 
or was it comparable to the sliding of a ru bber boot on 
a 
terrazzo floor? 
There was nothing to su pport these con­ 
tentions. 
, 
The latest theory is that the knee joint behav es like a 
resilient bearing and the lu bricant comes from the cartilage 
that forms a cu ff along the edge of the joint. On standing, 
for ex ample, pressu re from the weight of the body presses 
u pon the softer cartilage which ex u des a liqu id that look*: 
like sy nov ial flu id. It is a weeping lu bricant that brings 
slipperiness to points of contact. 
; The theory is attractiv e bu t cu riou s scientists nev er 
are satisfied. If the cartilage ex u des a lu bricant, what hap­ 
pens to the secreted flu id du ring rest? It may reabsorb 
it like a sponge bu t stu dies show the cartilage is thicker 
when bearing weight than at rest.

The Sealed Train for Russia... 


It was a cold day . The train 
panted in the station. 
One by 
one, 33 hu morless Ru ssians got 
aboard. None believ ed that the 
train wou ld leav e Zu rich sta­ 
tion. The 
German diplomats 
had bou ght l u n c h 
at the 
ZAringer Hof for the emigres, 
bu t the Ru ssians were su spi­ 
ciou s. Their leader, Vladimir 
Uly anov , got on the train grin­ 
ning at the ridicu lou s notion that 
the Swiss wou ld let them go, or 
that the Germans wou ld trans­ 
port them to Ru ssia. 
But it wa s co ld, a nd Uly a no v , 
n ba ld ma n who susta ined a 
nerv o us brea kdo wn ev ery third 
y ea r o f his a dult life, fo und a 
go o d co mpa rtment fo r himself 
a nd fo r his wife, Krupsta y a . He 
pulled the windo w sha de a nd be­ 
ga n 
to rea d 
his n e w e s t 
pa negy ric, a critique o f the Rus­ 
sia n pea sa nt rev o lt o f Februa ry 
1 91 7 . He wro te under the na me, 
Nico la i Lenin. 
At 3:10 p.m., the train edged 
forward and the Ru ssians, split 
between 
ecstasy 
and 
fright, 
threw the shades u p to watch 
the 
white 
Swiss 
cou ntry side 
gather speed as it fled past the 
window. Kru pstay a was happy . 
She and Lenin had been away 
from Ru ssia too long. Her hu s­ 
band was worried. The rev olu ­ 
tion of Febru ary 1917 was only 
two months old, a mild one at 
that, 
confined 
to 
Petrograd, 
and what if the rev olu tionary 


officials thou ght that Lenin had 
schemed with the Germans? 
Germa ny wa s still a t wa r with 
Russia . Ho w co uld o ne a cco unt 
fo r being a bo a rd a sea led tra in, 
lea v ing Russia a nd cro ssing Ger­ 
ma ny ? To do this, a ma n must 
tra ffic with the enemy . Lenin 
ha d. Fo r y ea rs he ha d been a n 
ex ile—Switzerla nd, Fra nce, Eng­ 
la nd—a nd the Cza r’s po lice ha d 
o rders to a rrest him o n sight, 
but, in a ll tfio se y ea rs he ha d 
no t permitted the rev o lutio na ry 
undergro und to fo rget tha t he, 
N. Lenin, wa s a lea der. 
He had written monotonou s 
monographs calling u pon the 
workers to u nite and arise, to 
fight the Czar, the Du ma, and 
the police, to die if necessary , 
while Lenin remained safe be­ 
hind his words and his borders. 
There had been abortiv e u pris­ 
ings, 
and 
men had died in 
them. Bu t Lenin u rged a bigger 
rev olu tion—“First Ru ssia, then 
Eu rope in flames, then the 
world.” 
No r ha d he a ny no tio n tha t the 
peo ple wo uld, in time, rule. He 
blue printed a dicta to rship o f 
the pro leta ria t dicta to rship. The 
la nd a nd the institutio ns wo uld 
be ta ken o v er by the peo ple, a nd 
the peo ple wo uld be ta ken o v er 
by the so ca listic rev o lutio n heir- 
a rchy . The Cza r Nicho la s II wa s 
a despo t, but the difference be­ 
tween him a nd Lenin wa s tha t 
His Ma jesty wa s a n a ma teur. 


The German Foreign Office 
had been aware of ev ery mov e. 
The Generals thou ght it was 
good to send hot-headed rev olu ­ 
tionaries to bleeding Ru ssia. 
The Kaiser thou ght it was an ex ­ 
cellent idea becau se, if he cou ld 
help a rev olu tion to its feet, it 
wou ld 
bring 
Ru ssia 
to 
her 
knees. Diego Bergen of the Ger­ 
man Foreign Office sent emis­ 
saries to Lenin in Zu rich. The 
man who made the final ar­ 
rangements was Georg Sklarz. 
At the Swiss-Germa n bo rder, 
the sea led tra in wa s sto pped. 
Lenin ex pected to be do uble- 
cro ssed here, a nd sho t by the 
Germa ns. The o nly thing tha t 
ha ppened wa s tha t Swiss bo rder 
gua rds 
sto le 
cho co la te 
ba rs. 
When the tra in sta rted a cro ss 
Germa ny witho ut incident, Lenin 
bega n to feel his dicta to rship. 
He o rdered no smo king ex cept 
in the la v a to ry , a nd, to prev ent 
a rush o n the la v a to ry , he wro te 
o ut a dmissio n tickets a nd ga v e 
o ne to ea ch Russia n. 
They stopped at Karlsru he, 
Frankfort, Berlin and Sassnitz. 
There the grou p got aboard a 
steamer bou nd for neu tral Swe­ 
den. They landed at Trelleborg 
after a slow, stormy crossing. By 
rail, they went to Malmo, ate, 
and took another train to Stock­ 
holm. In the Swedish capital, 
Lenin drew u p a manifesto as­ 
serting that he was not work­ 
ing for the Germans and had 


promised them nothing In re­ 
tu rn for their sealed train. He 
ordered all members of his Com­ 
mu nist grou p, ex cept children, 
to sign it. 
At the Finnish bo rder, Lenin 
filled o ut a custo ms decla ra ­ 
tio n. When he cro ssed into Rus­ 
sia n territo ry , he sho o k his fist 
a nd sho uted: “ We a re in o ur 
o wn co untry no w, a nd we’ll sho w 
them we a re wo rthy ma sters o f 
the future.” 
The train pau sed at Belo-Os- 
trov , enrou te to Petrograd, and 
the pale man with the spade 
beard asked if he wou ld be ar­ 
rested when he 
arriv ed. 
Ar­ 
rested? He faced an enormou s 
reception. He was a rev olu tion­ 
ary hero. 
In six months, the 
prov isional gov ernment wou ld 
be toppled; in time the city o f 
Petrograd wou ld be renamed 
Leningrad. He owned Ru ssia. 
The Ka iser sent him to Rus­ 
sia to fo ment rev o lutio n 
a nd 
thus wea ken the fro nt a ga inst 
Germa ny . Ex a ctly 28 y ea rs la t­ 
er, Lenin’s Co mmunist sa v a ges 
o v erra n Berlin. The do ctrine o f 
the Co mmunist dicta to rship no w 
sta ins ma ny pa rts o f the wo rld. 
As Robert Pay ne writes in his 
biography of Lenin, the sickly 
despot once said: 
“I spit 
o n 
Ru ssia. 
That’s only one stage 
we hav e to pass throu gh on ou r 
way to world rev olu tion.” 
The sealed train is an impor­ 
tant footnote to history . . ,

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The Rainbow Road to Hershey...

HARRISBURG (AP) - A y el­ 
low brick road leads from the 
land of the Mu nchkins to the 
emerald City of Oz; a rainbow- 
hu ed Rou te 422 connects Her­ 
shey with Harrisbu rg. 
One road is fiction; the other 
is fact. Bu t when y ou look east 
toward Hershey — the chocolate 
city —from the emerald-colored 
dome of the Capitol y ou wonder 
which is for witches. 
Most people are familiar with 
the y ellow brick road. Bu t abou t 
that road in Pennsy lv ania: 
Sections of it are green, red, 
blu e, y ellow, orangq, tan and 
white, as well as the traditional 
asphalt black and concrete bu ff. 
The colored sections are su r­ 
faced with a sy nthetic resin pav ­ 
ing material mix ed with pig­ 
ments. 
The highway was installed 
last October as part of one of 
the H i g h w a y Departments 
more colorfu l ex periments. It is 
u ndergoing daily u sage on the 
heav ily trav eled rou te as part 
of a long-term test to determine 
whether 
the 
resin 
material 
wears as well as the traditional 
road materials. 
Why the colors? 
Well, pick u p y ou r official 
itate road map. Some rou tes 


are blu e, some are red, some 
are green. You gu essed it. In 
the back of the Highway Depart­ 
ment mind there is the thou ght 
that sometime in the fu tu re the 
lines on the map and the roads 
on the cou ntry side will match. 
“Yes sir,” say s 
gas sta­ 
tion attendant, 
follow the 
green road u ntil y ou come to a 
red road. Tu rn right on red, 
then a sharp left on y ellow . . . ” 
Ou rs is a complex society . 
The common colors of red, 
green, blu e and y ellow ev entu al­ 
ly wou ld hav e to giv e way to 
other colors as new rou tes 
wou ld be constru cted — fu chsia, 
chartreu se, magenta. 
Now y ou ’re in trou ble. 
“Dear,” say s the back seat 
driv er, “y ou tu rned on the ma­ 
genta road and that gas station 
said tu rn on the pu rple road,” 
“It looks pu rple to me,” 
gru mbles pop, and so it wou ld. 
Then there is the poor color­ 
blind chap. Green and red roads 
wou ld be gray for him. 
And what abou t the poli­ 
tician? Nothing will do bu t a 
red, white and blu e u ndiv ided 
highway throu gh the constitu en­ 
cy . (Bu t that same politician 
might oppose red all by itself 
as a highway color. After all, 
certain enemies of mankind are 


reds and who wants to follow 
the red road?). 
There are other problems. 
For ex ample, psy chiatrists re­ 
port that blu es and dark greens 
tend to depress people, while 
reds and y ellows tend to elate 
them. 
So, there is this tru ck driv er 
who has been driv ing the blu e 
rou te for eight day s and grad­ 
u ally 
he 
begins 
to 
wonder 
whether life is worth it all and 
. . . right ov er the bridge. 
The opposite wou ld be the con­ 


serv ativ e banker driv ing his ex ­ 
pensiv e late - model limou sine 
down a bright y ellow highway . 
Faster and faster he goes. He 
floors it. Pow. 


Meanwhile, there is the poor 
gu y whose real estate has de­ 
v alu ed becau se his hou se does­ 
n’t match the highway in front 
of it. 


Well, take heart. It’s still in 
the ex perimental stage and no­ 
body y et has su ggested y ellow 
bricks.

Desegregated 


WASHINGTON — The civ il rights bill has been a land­ 
mark in American history . Unfortu nately , althou gh it pro­ 
v ides that there shou ld be no discrimination in restau rants 
and hotels based on color, no prov ision was pu t in the bill 
to gu arantee the qu aUty of the food. 
This was probably a mistake. 
The o ther da y we interv iewed a Negro fro m Birming­ 
ha m, Ala ., who ha d been serv ed in o ne o f the lea ding ho tels 
there fo r the first time a nd he to ld us he wa s disa ppo inted. 
“All my life,” he said, “I had been u nder the impres­ 
sion that the food in this hotel was great. Why else wou ldn’t 
they let u s eat there? So as soon as the civ il rights bill was 
passed, I said to my wife, ‘Mother, let’s go down to the ho­ 
tel and hav e a fine gou rmet dinner.’ 
“She was debghted becau se she nev er gets ou t mu ch. 
“ WeU, we went to the ho tel a nd a sked fo r the dining 
ro o m. I tho ught it wo uld be so mething specia l since they 
kept us o ut o f it so lo ng, but it turned o ut to be a n o rdina ry 
ho tel dining ro o m with ba d lighting, rickety cha irs, a nd 
v ery chea p a shtra y s. 
“They didn’t giv e u s mu ch trou ble when we asked fo r 
a table, althou gh the manager, ou t of cu riosity , inqu ired 
who recommended the restau rant to u s. I told him the 88th 
Congress of the United States and he seemed satisfied.” 
“How did y ou find the serv ice?” we asked him. 
“Very indifferent. I was particu larly disappointed by 
the dry martinis. We like ou r martinis v ery dry . When the 
drinks arriv ed, we were distressed to discov er a fou r-to- 
one ratio between gin and v ermou th. 
I shou ld think it 
wou ldn’t be difficu lt to make a good martini in Birming­ 
ham.”

I wa s info rmed they didn’t ha v e a wine 
ca rd a nd the wa iter o ffered us a red burgundy which 1 
knew wa s to o y o ung, quite inferio r, a nd wo uld nev er sho w 
its pro mise. I ex pressed dissa tisfa ctio n a nd the wa iter sa id 
it wa sn’t his fa ult. 
Up until the civ il rights bill wa s 
pa ssed, the resta ura nt serv ed o nly white wine. 
“This pu t a pall on the dinner." 
“ How was dessert?” 
“ The cheeses weren’t v ery Interesting a nd the cho ice 
o f desserts wa s a ppa lling. I ha d to use a ll my Influence ta 
ha v e them ma ke me a ba ked Ala ska . It wa s a disa ster.’* 
“ What did y ou do?”

Wilderness Bill 
Now In Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP)—After y ears of consideration a nd 
controv ersy . Congress is abou t to agree on something ca lled 
the wilderness bill. 
What’s it all abou t? 
It Is a bill tha t wo uld pro v ide fo r preserv a tio n o f a v a st 
sy stem o f wilderness a rea s in a s nea rly their na tura l sta te 
a s po ssible. So o thing o f men’s so uls is o ne o f the o bjectiv es. 
The stated pu rpose is to keep for present and fu tu re 
generations areas of u nspoiled, pristine wilderness, u n­ 
marred by roads, bu ildings, au tomobiles or motorboats. 
Sy stems of trails wou ld prov ide access for hikers, mou n­ 
tain climbers, hu nters, fishermen and—as Sen. Frank 
Chu rch, D-Idaho, once pu t it ir Senate debate—for “all those 
who find, in high and lonely places, a refreshment o f the 
spirit and life’s closest commu nion with God.” 
Only mino r differences rema in to be smo o thed o ut be­ 
tween bills pa ssed by bo th Ho uses a nd Sena te befo re Co n­ 
gress sends the Wilderness Act o f 1964 to the White Ho use 
fo r President Jo hnso n’s certa in a ppro v a l. 
What lands wou ld be inclu ded in the sy stem? Initially , 
more than 9 million acres of National Forest lands, prin- 
cipaUy in Wy oming, Montana, California, Idaho, New Mex ­ 
ico, Washington, Oregon, Arizona, Colorado, Minnesota 
a nd 
Nev ada. An additional 5 million acres, inclu ding so me fo r­ 
est lands in North Carolina and New Hampshire, may bt 
added later. 
Since the Fo rest Serv ice, a n a gency o f the Agriculture 
Depa rtment, no w ha s co ntro l o f the a rea s, why Is the legis* 
la tlo n needed? Beca use, in the wo rds o f Rep. Jo hn P. Sa y ­ 
lo r, R-Pa ., “ such a rea s no w enjo y o nly the pro tectio n o f the 
secreta ry o f a griculture, who a t so me future time co uld, by 
the stro ke o f the pen, remo v e a ll o r pa rt o f such a rea s” 
fro m wha t pro tectio n they no w enjo y . 
What abou t commercial activ ities in the wildefiMil 
areas? Prov ision is made for commercial serv ices necessary 
“for activ ities which are proper for realizing the recriea- 
tional or other wilderness pu rposes.” 
Who opposed the legislation? Su ch grou ps as liv estock 
grazers, minerals prospectors, miners and loggers. 
They 
feared loss of rights to u se of federal lands. 
Wha t o f their rights under the Wilderness Act? Pro ­ 
v isio n Is ma de fo r such a ctiv ities under co ntro ls designed io 
keep them co mpa tible with preserv a tio n o f the wUdemess 
cha ra cter. 
What abou t the cost? The legislation does not call for 
any money . It wou ld simply giv e statu tory protection to 
ex isting v ^demess areas, establishing a national policy 'to 
be carried ou t by ex isting agencies. Congress wou ld ha v o 
the power, howev er, to v ote fu tu re appropriations for acqu i­ 
sition of priv ately owned lands within the bou ndaries o f a ny 
wilderness area.

The United States defeated 
Great Britain 73 to 35 W'hen 
their teams met in the third day 
of the 12-day World Bridge 
Olympiad held in New York in

lead until they finally won by 
the decisive margin of 38 inter­ 
national match points. 
The U.S. team gained 10 
IMPS on the accompanying deal. 
The British South opened the 
bidding as dealer with three 
spades. 
Robert Jordan (plajing wdth 
Arthur Robinson) was East and 
(O 1964, King Fea tures Sy ndica te, Inc.) 


was faced with a difficult deci­ 
sion after West and North had 
passed. He had only 14 high- 
card points and was vulnerable 
besides, but, after great thought, 
he decided to risk three no- 
trump. 
This turned out to be an ex­ 
cellent decision. South led a 
spade and Jordan won it wdth 
the nine and played a club, los­ 
ing the jack to the ace. North 
now led the ace and another 
diam(md, taken with the q ueen. 
Another club lead lost to the 
king and the outcome was that 
Jordan made four no trump in 
a hand where he could not have 
been censured for passing three 
spades. He lost two clubs and 
a diamond, and « cored 630 
points. 
The British East W’as faced 
with the same problem when 
the hand was played at the sec­ 
ond table. The American South 
(Samuel Stayman, playing W'ith 
Victor Mitchell) also opened 
wdth three spades, W'hich W’as 
followed by two passe.s. 
The East at this table (Boris 
Schapiro, playing with Terence 
Reese) also thought the matter 
over carefully and finally de­ 
cided to pass. 
Stayman went dowm four for 
a loss of 200 points, but the 
United States gained 430 points 
on the deal, or 10 IhlPs. Both 
Easts were faced with a deci­ 
sion where anything they did 
might easily turn out to be 
wrong, but, in the actual deal, 
Jordan was indubitably right.

By JERRY LISKA 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
CHICAGO (AP) - The victo­ 
rious Chicago Bears missed Wil­ 
lie Galimore and the scrappy 
collegians discovered the “Gra­ 
ham Crack er” too late in Fri­ 
day night’s 31st All-Star game.

Uant All-Star performer, half­ 
back Charley Tay lor of Arizona 
State. 
It took the Bears quite a while 
to build up steam in their attack 
which was outpounded on the 
ground by the All-Stars 187 
y ards to 94. 
Ron Bull, who must carry the 
NFL load at the halfback spot 
he shared with the late Gali­ 
more, carried nine times for 35 
y ards, top Bear rushing effort. 
Galimore and end John Far­ 
rington were k illed in an auto 
crash 16 day s ago. 
On the other hand, the scam­ 
pering Mira rambled 56 y ards 
on four carries and two other 
All-Stars - Tay lor and his Ari­ 
zona State teammate Tony Lor- 
ich, also bettered Bull’s y ard­ 
age. 
Tay lor, who was a one-man 
gang himself, 
carried seven 
times for 36 y ards and Lorich 
punched 38 y ards on six tries.

Fire Chief Inv estigating 
Fire in Kingsto n Mill 


KINGSTON, Pa. (AP)-Kings- 
ton Fire Chief Frank Hillard 
lau nched an investigation today 
into a wind-fanned fire that de­ 
stroyed a lu mber company, a 
millwork firm and three homes. 
Seven other homes were dam­ 
aged slightly. 
Hillard estimated the damage 
from Su nday’s fire at close to 
$400,000. 


Nineteen firemen and a Na­ 
tional Gu ardsman were treated 
at Nesbitt Memorial Hospital 
for smok e inhalation and other 
inju ries. 
Some 12 fire com­ 
panies and 60 members of the 
109 th Field Artillery of the Na­ 
tional Gu ard u nit stationed here 
battled the fire all afternoon. 
Hillard said the fire started in 
an enclosed lu mber storage bin 
in the Ru ggles Lu mber Co. 
complex which stretches the 
width of two streets. Feeding on 
paint, varnish and tu rpentine 
and fanned by strong winds, the 


fire qu ick ly spread to the Dor- 
ranceton Millwork Co. and the 
homes. Thirteen persons in the 
homes were evacu ated safely. 
Hillard said “a lot of lu mber 
was stored in the yard,” which 
consisted of fou r separate bu ild­ 
ings. 
“It was ju st 
a 
mass of 
flames,” the fire chief said. 
“The thing went u p in no time. 
It was almost two hou rs before 
we had it u nder control.” 
The wind blew the flames 
away from a gasoline station 
some 150 feet north of the lu m­ 
ber yard. The station is a dis­ 
tribu ting point for an oil com­ 
pany in the area. 
Vv’eslern Union lines 40 to 60 
feet away across an open area 
were snapped by the intense 
heat. Service to 900 su bscribers 
of the Bell Telephone Co. w'as 
disru pted. Electric service also 
was disru pted.
